This Hundred, call'd in Dome ſala Yu -Bool, H. 1ding "© orda, Hi- HixcKFORD, 
dingfort, and Huling forda, is parted from Suffo/k on the North 
and Eaſt by the River rour, and bounded on the other Sides 
by the Hundreds of Lexden, Witham, Chelmsford, and Freſhwel. 
The King is ſeiz'd in Fee of the Liberty of this Hundred, and 
commonly grants the Bazliwick of it by Patent for Life. And 
whereas there are generally but two High-Conſtables in each Hun- 
dred, Hinckford being of great Extent, and reckon'd an eighth 
Part of the County, has three. The ſeveral Towns and Pariſhes,

This Pariſh is in the - Arch-deaconry of Middleſex *, and 
Deanry of Hedingham, about thirty Miles N. E. from London, 
upon the River Chelmer, and ſubjet to the Arch-deacon. 

The Name of this Pariſh is variouſly written in antient Records, 
as Felſted, Feldeſted, Feleſtelda, Phenſtede, and Felſtede. The two 
laſt are uſed in Domeſday-Book. 

In the Reign of Edward the Confeſſor, the Lordſhip of this 
Pariſh (if not the whole Town) was held by Agar Earl of 

ercia , with ſeveral other Lordſhips in this Country, moſt of 
them lying in the Hundred of Hinckford, as Celdeford *, Phin- 
cingefeld, Weſtrefeld, Badwen, Donmanna, and Gleſtingethorp. 
To theſe muſt be added the Lordſhip of Lamarſb, though omitted 
by Dugdale. | | 

As this Earl was poſſeſs'd of theſe ſeveral Lordſhips, or rather 
Pariſhes, in the Deſcription whereof there will be frequent occa- 
fion to mention his Name, it may not be improper to give a brief 
Account of this antient and noble Family. 8 

The firſt of Earl Agars Anceſtors ſpoken of in Hiſtory, is, 
LeEoFRick Earl of Leiceſter, (or rather Cheſter) in the time of 
Ethelbald King of Mercia, above nine hundred Years ſince. He 
was ſucceeded by : $576 

ALGAR his Son and Heir, who left Iſſue another 

ALGAR, who is ſaid to be buried at the Abby of Croy/and in 
Lincolnſhire. His Son and Succeſſor was 

LEOPRIck the Second, whoſe Son and Heir was 

LEoFWINE Earl of Mercia, to which Earldom he was advanc'd 
upon the Death of Edrick Streon, who, after the betraying of his 
King and Country to the Danes, and, as ſome ſay, barbarouſly 
murdering of Edmund Ironſide, was beheaded with ſome other 
noble Saxons, by order of King Canutus, in the Year 1018. 
Leofwine left three Sons and a Daughter, namely, Leofrick af- 
terwards Earl of Mercia, Norman, a powerful Agent and Friend 
of the Monks of Croy/and, put to death with Edrick Streon, tho 
no way guilty of his Treaſon; Edwine, witneſs to King 3

whom the Earls of Cheſter deſcended. | 


 LeoFRICK, Leofwine's eldeſt Son, was Earl of Cheſter in the Dug. Bur. 
time of King Erheldred, and made Earl of Mercia (by the Title . f. 9. 


of Dux *) by King Canutus, for his Brother Norman's ſake, who 
was unjuſtly put to death. The fame King made him Captain- 
General of his Forces, and one of his Fayorites. 

How great this Earl's Power and Sway was, appears from the 
following Inſtances. After the Death of Canutus, great Debates 
ariſing about a Succeſſor, he, with the Barons on the North of 
the Thames, advanc'd Harold Harefoot, Son of King Canutus, to 
the Throne. And again, Hardi-Canutus being dead, he was one 
of the chief that rais'd King Edward the Confeſſor (at that time 
in Normandy) to the Crown, and afterwards defended him from 
the Malice of Earl Goodwin. 

This Leofrick married Godiva, a moſt beautiful and devout 
Lady, Siſter to one Thorold, then Sheriff of Lincolnſbire, and 
Founder of Spalding- Abby. | 

Godiva bearing an extraordinary Affection to Coventry, often 
requeſted her Husband to ſet the Inhabitants free from the Servi- 
tude they labour'd under. He promis'd at laſt to gratify her Im- 


portunites, provided ſhe would ride naked thro' the City. She com- 


plied, it ſeems, with the Condition, and obtained a Charter of 
Freedom for the Inhabitants. In memory of this Adventure, the 
Picture of him and his Lady were ſet up in a South Window of 
Trinity-Church in Coventry, about Richard II's Time, with a 
Charter in his right Hand, on which were theſe Words ; 


IT Lurick, for the Love of Thee, 
Do make Coventry Toll-free. 


Beſides his Foundation of the Monaſtery at Coventry, the richeſt 
at that time in England, he was a great Benefactor to ſeyeral 
other Religious Houſgs. He died in an advanc'd Age at his Houſe 
in Bromley, Auguſt 3oth, 1057, in the 13th Year of Edward the 
Confeſſor, and was honourably buried in his own Monaſtery. . 


ALGAR, his Son and Heir, ſucceeded him in the Earldom of 


Mercia, and dying in 1059, was buried near his Father, leaving 
two Sons, Edwine, and Morkar Earl of Northumberland, and two 
Daughters, Algitha, Wife of Harold Earl of the WVeſt=Saxons, 
(afterwards King of England,) and Lucia, (who at laſt was ſole 
Heir to her Brothers) Wife firſt to Ivo T alboys, a potent Norman,

FeLsTs p. Earl of Anjou; ſecondly, to Roger de Romare ; and thirdly, to 
Ranulf Earl of Cheſter, the firſt of that Name. | 


EpwiNe, eldeſt Son and Heir, ſucceeded his Father Alger in 
King 


his Earldom, (which he enjoy'd during the ſhort Reign 

Harold) and with his Brother Morkar ſubmitted to the Norman 
Conqueror, who prromiſed him his Daughter in Marriage, but 
raiſing an Inſurrection againſt King William, was betray'd by ſome 
he confided in, and loſt his Life in bravely defending himſelf. 
His Death was very much lamented, not only by the Engliſb, but 


alſo by the French and Normans, in regard of his noble Ex- 


traction. 
The Norman Conqueſt making great Alteration in England 
amongſt the Nobles, the Lordſhip of Felſted, upon Earl Edwin's 
taking up Arms, was ſeiz d by King William, and for ſome time 
kept in his hands, till he was pleaſed to beftow it on the Abby 
of the Holy Trinity at Caen in Normandy, which was founded on 
the following occaſion. 
Foundation of William the C 1 having married Maud, Daughter of 
_ 4 . Baldwine Earl of landers, too nearly allied to him, fell under 
nity af Hen, the Diſpleaſure of the Pope, who granted him a Diſpenſation, 
Neuſtr. Pia, injoining him this Penance, that for the Expiation of his Fault, 
_ he ſhould build two Monaſteries at Caen in Normandy, in the 

Year 1063 : Whereupon he founded a Monaſtery in that City for 


Men, and dedicated it to St. Szephen the Proto-Martyr ; and Maud 


his Wife, to ſhow her Piety, founded another in the Suburbs of 
Caen for Nuns profeſſing the Order of St. Benedict, dedicating it 
to the Honour of the Holy Trinity, and the bleſſed Virgin Mary. 
Duke William join'd with her in the Foundation and Endow- 
ment of it, as appears from the original Charter, the beginning 
of which the Reader may ſee at the bottom of the Page.

About the ſame Year of his Reign, King William endow'd 
this Abby with ſeveral rich Lordſhips in England, of which this 
of Felſted was none of the leaſt. 

The Abby of the Holy Trinity being thus poſſeſs d of the Town 
of Felſted by the Congqueror's Gift, held it at the Time of the 
Grand Survey ; wherein is the following Account of it, which 
ſhows the State of this Pariſh in thoſe carly Days.

WJ Earl Alzar held Phenſtede, in the Reign of Edward the Con- 


feſſor for 5 Hides *, but the Holy Trinity now holds it for 4 Hides. 
There were always 3 Carucates * in Demeſne, and 16 Carucates 
of the Freemen. Then 22 Villanss, ſince and now 20. Then 
and fince 23 Bordafs , now 33. Always 11 Servants 5. Wood 
for 600 Hogs. 36 Acres of Meadow, 2 Mills, 21 Head of 
Cattle. 200 Swine. $58 Sheep, 30 Goats, and 1 Packhorſe. 

In the Reign of King Edward there belong'd to this Manor 
55 Acres held by 3 Sochmen, now by 4. Then there were 2 
Carucates, now 3. Now 2 Bordars. Wood for 30 Hogs. 12 
Acres of Meadow. Then it was rated for 20 J. a Year, ſince for 
30 J. and now for 32 J. 

The fifth Hide belongs not to this Manor, for the King gave 
to Roger, ſirnam'd, God ſave our Ladies, 3 Virgates, and to 1 
Gilbert Son of Solomon, the fourth Virgate. |

vol. 2. þ.958 William Rufus, Son of the Conqueror, following his Father's 


Example, gave to this Abby the Manor of Horſtede in Norfolk, 
and Theolniſbed in Wiltſhire, which Grant was confirm'd by his 
- Brother King Henry I. 
William the Conqueror's Grant is loſt, as well as thoſe of Henry I. 
his youngeſt Son, or of Henry II. his Great Grandſon, and Henry III. E 
Kings of England. All we have of them is in a Charter of Eq- Jl * 
ward II. reciting and confirming the Donations of his Anceſtors, 
which runs thus: :

What Year of King Edward Ils Reign this Charter was granted 
does not appear, there being no Date to it, unleſs we may rely 
upon what is ſet down in the Margin of Dugdale's Monaſticon,

Whether any Priory was built at Felſted on the Demeſne Lands, 
is ſtill a Query. Thomas Jekyll Eſq; late of Bocking, a learned 
Antiquary, was of opinion, a Houſe was founded here as a Cell 
to the great Abby at Caen; but at what time, or by whom, (ſays 
he) I cannot find. It is not regiſtred in the Office of Firſi "_—

and therefore he ſuppos d it to be a Priory Alien, and ſuppreſs d 
by the Statute. | 

- 'The truth is, this Priory is omitted by Speed, Dugdale, and 
Tanner in their Catalogues of Religions Houſes. And it muſt be 
confeſs'd, that in no Record, we have yet ſeen, is there any men- 
tion of a Priory at Felſted, or any Cell belonging to the Abby of 
the Holy Trinity at Caen, but only the Manor of that Pariſh. 


A free Warren was granted to the Abbeſs of Caen at Felfted 


by the Kings, Richard I. and Henry III. 

In the eighth Year of King John, a Fine was levied between 
Aubry de Vere Earl of Oxford, and Joanna Abbeſs of Caen, of 
the Manors of Horſted in Northfolk and Felſted in Eſſex, in which 
theſe Manors were acknowledg d to belong to the ſaid Abbeſs*. 

The Lordſhip of this Town remain'd as Part of the Poſſeſſions 

of this Abby, till upon the breaking out of a War between 
France and England, the Priories Alien were ſuppreſs'd in the 
13th Year of Edward I. and again in the 11th or 12th of Ea- 
ward III. and then Felſted was ſeiz'd into the King's Hands, as 
belonging to one of theſe Priories *. | 
Though Edward III. by Letters Patents dated at Weſtminſter, 
February 6. in the 35th Year of his Reign, generally reſtor d to 
the Alien Priories their Lands and Revenues; yet the Lands be- 
longing to the Holy Trinity at Caen, remain d in the Crown not- 
withſtanding the King's Order. For in the 21ſt of Richard II. 
there was a Certiorari of the true yearly Value of the Manor and 
Reftory of Felſted, which is thus recorded:

Upon this account King Richard preſented to this Church in 
1384, about the ↄth Year of his Reign, as King Edward his 
Grandfather had done before in 1 344. 

It continued in the Crown till the Reign of Henry V. when 
the, Alien Priories throughout England were ſuppreſs'd and given 
to that King by the Parliament of Leiceſter in 1414.

Accordingly, the Abbeſs and Convent of Sion preſented to this 
Church in 1428, the 7th of Henry VI. and the Lordſhip and 
Advowſon of the Church continued in this Monaſtery, till the 
general Suppreſſion of Religious Houſes, Only the Maſter and | J 
Scholars of Queen's College in Cambridge preſented twice, viz. in 
1452, and in 1453, but .by what Right it does not appear. 1 

In Sion-Houſe were ſixty Siſters, thirteen Prieſts, four Deacons, = 
and eight Lay-Brethren. Near this was the Monaſtery of Car- I 

thuſians, calld Bethlem. Theſe two Conyents had but one 0 
Church in common. The Nuns above, and the Fryars below. | 
But, it ſeems, they did not always keep ſo far aſunder: For 
by a Letter of Richard Layton, one of the Viſitors of the Ab- 
dies in Henry VIITs Reign, directed to Cromwel, it appears 

they were guilty of great Diſorders. The Title of the Letter wear. Fun. 
runs thus: * 


« A Lettore certefyinge the Incontynenſye of the Nunnes of 
« J$yon with the Friores, and aftere the Acte done, the Friores 
4 reconſile them to God.” x, 


The laſt Abbeſs of this Houſe was Agnes — who did on the Letter: Par. 
17th of March, in the 29th of Henry VIII. by his ſpecial Licence 29 tien. VIII. 
alienate, among other Things, to Sir Richard Rich, Chancellor of the“ 
Court of Augmentation, the Manors of Felſted, alias Felſted- Bury, 
and Graunt-Courts, and one Meſſuage in Felſted, in the Tenure, „198. 
of Roger Wentworth Eſq; to have and to hold to him and his 
Heirs for ever, of the King, by Fealty only. 

What a ſweet Morſel this was for a hungry Courtier, will ap-

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Another Richard was his ſecond Son and Heir, who was one of 
the moſt conſiderable Perſons of this Family, as well as of the 
Age he liv'd in. It does not appear what Univerſity he was bred 
at, but he was an induſtrious Student of the Laws many Years in 
the Middle Temple. In the 21ſt of Henry VIII, he was choſen 
Autumn- Reader in that honourable Society. Shortly after, having 
by degrees paſſed through ſeveral eminent Employments, he ar- 
riv d to great Wealth and Honour. For in the 24th of Henry VIII, 
he obtain d the Office of Attorney-General in Males, and the 
Marches thereof, for Life. The next Year he was made the 
King's Sollicitor-General, and two Years after had a Grant of the 


Office of Chirographer in the Court of Common-Pleas *, 


About this time he was ſent by the King with Sir Richard 
Southwell, and Mr. Palmer, to take away Sir Thomas More's Books, 
then Priſoner in the Tower, for refuſing the Oath of Succeſſion 
and Supremacy. Mr. Nich pretending Friendſhip to him, and 
proteſting he had no Commiſſion to talk with him about the At- 
fair of the Supremacy, put a Caſe to him thus: If it were enacted 
by Parliament, that Richard Rich ſhould be King, and that it 
ſhould be Treaſon in any body to deny it, what Offence were it 
to contravene that Act? Sir Thomas More anſwered, he ſhould 
offend if he ſaid ſo, becauſe he was bound by the Act; but that 
this was a Caſe of little moment. Whereupon Sir T homas ſaid, he 
would propoſe a higher Caſe ; Suppoſe it were enacted by Par- 
liament that God ſhould not be God, whether it were not an Of- 
fence to ſay it according to the Act. Mr. Rich replied, yes; but 
ſaid withal, I will propoſe a middle Caſe : The King, you know, 
is conſtituted ſupreme Head gf the Church; why ſhould not you, 
Maſter More, accept him for ſuch, as you would me, if I were 
made King? More anſwered, the Caſe is not the ſame; becauſe, 
ſaid he, a Parliament can make a King, and depoſe him, and 
that every Parliament-Man may give his Conſent thereto, but 
that a Subject cannot be bound ſo in the Caſe of Supremacy. 

Mr. Rich ſwearing this againſt him at his Tryal, was a great 
means of his being condemned. When he gave Evidence in open 
Court upon Oath, Sir Thomas made anſwer, „If I were a Man, 
« my Lords, that had no regard to my Oath, I had no occaſion 
« to be here as a Criminal; and if this Oath, Mr. Rich, you have

Privy-Counſellor. 
However, upon the Troubles breaking out, he leſt the King, 


and ſided with the Parliament: For, as Lord Clarendon obſerves, vl. 2. pare 1, 
he did not look upon himfelf as oblig'd by that Honour, which 2-210 
he knew was conferrd upon him in the croud of thoſe whom his 
Majeſty had no eſteem of, or ever intended to truſt; and therefore 
his Buſineſs was to join with thoſe to whom. he owed his Pro- 
motion. 

Accordingly, when the King revok'd the Earl.of Northumber- 
land's Commiſſion of Admiral, he preſently accepted the Office 
from the Parliament, and never quitted their Service. And when 
Cromwell disbanded that Parliament, he betook himſelf to the 
Protection of the Protector; married his Heir to his Daughter, 
and liy'd in entire Confidence and Friendſhip with him +. 

He was a Man of a pleaſant and companionable Wit and Con- lid G 
verſation, of an univerſal Jollity, and great Licence in his Words 
and Actions; nevertheleſs, he had great Authority and Credit 
with his Party, and by opening his Doors, and making his Houſe 
the Rendezvous of all filenc'd Miniſters, in the time of their Mis- 
fortunes, and ſpending a good part of his Eſtate upon them, he 


got the Stile of a godly Man.

Families, and good Eſtates, particularly the Earl of MWarwict; 
but he did not live long to enjoy this ſame Dignity, for he died 
April 19, 1658, in the ſeventieth Year of his Age, and was buried 
the iſt of May following, at Felſted. 

The famous Edmund Calamy, in his funeral Sermon, applies to 
him what was ſaid of Jocrates, All who knew him, lob d him; 
and if any Man did not love him, twas becauſe he did not 
know him. 

Tis ſuppos'd his Death was haſten'd by that of his Grandſon, 
For when the Funeral was delay'd longer than he expected, he 


was heard to ſay, © If they ſtaid a little longer, they ſhould carry 


« him down to be buried with him.” And indeed he followed him 
in about nine Weeks time. - |

much Civility, Modefty, Ingenuity and Manlineſs, as made him 
fit company for Men. From the Doctor's he went to Trinity- 
College in Cambridge, and continued there two Years under the 
Tutorage of Mr. Mole, ſometime Univerſity-Orator. From the 
Univerſity he travelled-into France, and ſtaying there two Years, 
return'd a moſt accompliſhed Gentleman. |

| the remarkable Perſons bred at Felſted, were, Olrver, 
Richard, and Henry, three Sons of Oliver Cromwell, who came 
to this School for ſome time after the Civil Wars broke out. 

In the Chancel lies buried the famous Mr. Arthur Wilſon, Au- 
thor of the Life and Reign of King James the Firſt, which was 
printed at London in Folio 1653, a little after his Deceaſe. He was 
a Native of Suffolk, of a good Family. He was a Gentleman Com- 
moner of Trinity-College in Oxford, where he commenc d Maſter 
of Arts in 1633. Some Years after he travell'd through Spain, 
Germany, Italy, and France, with Robert Devereux, the laſt Earl 
of Eſſex of that Name, who had a particular Friendſhip for him, 
which laſted till that Earl's Death. It was in his Company, and 
through his Acquaintance, that Mr. Wilſon became perfectly well 
 inform'd in all the material Tranſactions of King James's Reign; 
and it was the Earl of Eſſex that firſt put him upon writing the 
Hiſtory of it. After the Death of the Earl of Eſſex, he was re- 
ceived into the Family of Robert Earl of Warwick, and was his 
Steward. He died at Felſted about the beginning of October 1652. 
He was, (ſays Anthony Wood) skill d in the Latin, Greek, Dutch, 
and French Languages, particularly in the laſt; well ſeen in the 
Mat hematicts and Poetry, and in the Common Law of England. 
His Carriage was very obliging and courteous, and ſuch as became

William the Conqueror having founded an Abby at Caen in Neuſtris 
| Normandy, 1064, dedicated it to God, and St. Stephen the Proto- Pia, p. 625. 
Martyr, and foon endow'd it not only with Lands in France, 
but alſo with ſeveral Lordfhips in his newly acquir'd Kingdom of 
England. His Example was followd by ſeveral of the Nobi- 
lity and Gentry, and amongſt the reft, by Waleran, (Son of 
Ralph) a Nobleman of Normandy, who about the fourth Year of 
the Reign of Milliam the Conqueror, gave to this Abby his Manor of

per Annum to a certain Monk remaining there, for his Main- 
tenance. And the ſaid Sir Hugh was to pay his Tenths with 
the reſt of the Clergy, as often as granted to the King : and 
all other Duties ordinary and extraordinary, belonging to the 
faid Priory ; and was to keep the Priory and Buildings in good 
Repair. The Patent may be ſeen at length in the firft Volume 
of 91 Angl. p. 575. "Tis ſaid to be fignd by the King at 
Weſtminſter, the 14th Day of December, in the 47th of his 
Reign, which muſt be a Miſtake in the MS. as will appear by 
what follows: For the Wars being ended between France and 0 
England, Edward the Third did in the 35th Year of his Reign 
reſtore. to the Alien Priors their Houſes, Lands, and Tenements. 

The Form and Tenour of his Letters-Patent may be ſeen in Mr. e zu 
Weaver, to which the curious Reader is refer d. Mon. p. 339. 

And although none of our FHiſtorians take notice, that 
the Alien Priorys were ever ſeizd by Edward the Second; 
yet tis certain they were, as appears from the great Roll 
of 11 of Edward the Third, which faith, that the Priory 
of Panfeild is an Alien-Priory, & cella Abbatis Sancti Stephani 
de Cadomo ; and that Edward, the Father of Edward the Third, 
having Wars with France, did ſeize the Priory of Panfeild, and 
Wells, which was a Priory in Northfolk, into his Hands, and 
did grant the Cuſtody thereof to Robert de Stokes, the then 
Prior of Panfeild, Paying the accuſtom'd Farm, which was the 
yearly Sum of 76 /.

Its Name is variouſly written in Antient Records, as B/anketre, 
Branchetreu, Branctoe, Brantree, Braintree, Branketre, Branktre, 
Bromptre, Raines, Raine-Magna, and Hamlettum de Magna 
Raines. 

Raines and Branchetreu are the Names it had at the time of the 
Grand Survey, the one of Saxon, and the other of Britiſh Origi- 
nal. Branchetreu or Branktre is compounded of Bunk, or Bank, 
which in Old Engliſh, ſtill uſed in the North, ſignifies a Riſing 
Ground, and Tre, a Town (q. d.) a Town upon the Hill. 

Raines is made up of Rey, which ſignifies a River, as Sr. Mary 
Overey, and Nes, which is the ſame as near, that is, near the Ri- 
ver; both which Derivations agree well enough with the Situation 
of this Town upon an Hill, and encompaſſed on each ſide with a 
River. 

Raines, in Dome ſday- Bool, contain'd all that Tract of Land of 
which this Pariſh and that called Raznmes do now conſiſt. 

It appears from an Antient Charter, formerly in Cuſtody of James 
Filoll of Old-Hall, Eſq; that the Town, known at preſent by the 
Name of Braintree, was called Raine till the Time of King John, 
or the beginning of the Reign of Henry III. when the Town was 
made a diftin& Pariſh from Raine. One Robert de Welles Lord of 
the Manor of Welles (now Raine-Hall) founded the Church; and 
with one Harvey de Raines, endowed it with Manſe and Glebe. 
After this it was called Great Raine, to diſtinguiſh it from the other; 
which thenceforward was call'd Little Raine. And then Branktre 
was ſtil'd Hamlettum de Magna- Raines, till in Proceſs of Time 
growing great, and a Market being kept there, it inſenſibly ſtole 
away the Name from its Mother. 

The Lands of this Pariſh were at the Time of the General Survey 
held by three different Perfor:s, viz. The Biſhop of London, Hamo 
Dapifer, and Richard Son of Gilbert, Earl of Clare; from whence 
aroſe the following Manors. Biſhop's Manor, Naylinghurſt, and 
Marks, with a Leet called Sandpit-Leer.

The City of London profeſſeth it ſelf obliged to this Biſhop : 
for by his Authority and Influence he prevailed with William the 
Conqueror to grant them all kind of Liberties, in as ample a man- 
ner as they enjoy'd in the time of his Predeceſſors. In Gratitude 
hereof, the Citizens cans'd an honourable Epitaph to be engraven 
on his Tomb, which-was in the middle Area of St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral. He died 1079, in the 13th Year of the Reign of William the 
Conqueror, after he had fat Biſhop for the ſpace of 20 Years. 
The. Capital Houſe of this Lordſhip was not only the Manor- 
Houſe, but alſo a Palace for the Biſhops of London to reſide in when 
hey came to viſit this Part of the Dioceſe. "Tis entirely ſunk un- 
der its Ruins. It ſtood on the fide of an Hill, at the foot of which 
lies Braintrec-Nlill (and not Bacouſes, as Mr. Newcourt miſtakes) 
; which 
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which probably is the Mill mentioned in the Survey. Either on Ba 
the ſame Spot, or very near it, ſtands the Parſonage-Houſe of 
Braintree. | 

This Lordſhip continued in the poſſeſſion of the Biſhops of Lon- 
don, till Nicholas Ridley Biſhop of that See did (inter alia) paſs it Sou, $y- 
away by the Name of the Manor of Branketry, to King Edward VI, 9 b. 533: 
in the 4th Year of his Reign, and to his Succeſſors for ever. 

It did not long reſt in the Crown; for that Prince, on the 6th of 
April the ſame Year, granted it with the Adyowſon of the Vicarage 

Coggeſha to the Lord Rich, to be held (in Capite) by the 4cth 
; a Knight's Fee. It was enjoy'd by his Poſterity till upon 
the Death of Char/es Earl of Warwick in 1673, without Iſſue, the 
large Inheritance of this Family was divided among the ſaid Earl's 
Siſters and Aunts *, and then this Lordſhip fell to the ſhare of his 
Siſter the Lady Frances, Wife of Nicholas, Son and Heir to Sir Fran- 
cis Leake, Lord Deincourt and Earl of Scarſdale, who dying 1680, 
left two Sons, Robert and Rich, and a Daughter call'd 1 He 
was ſucceeded by Robert, his eldeſt Son, 3d Earl of Scarſdale, of 
this Family, who marrying Mary, one of the Daughters and Coheirs 
of Sir John Lewis of Ledſtone in Torkſbire, Kt. and Bart. by her 
had only a Daughter that died an Infant. | 

This Lord fold this Eftate in 1701 to Herman Olmius, of St. Pe- 
ter le Poor, London, Eſq; who by Judith, ſole Heireſs of John 
Drigne, of London, Eſq; had fix Daughters (of whom only Judith 
the 4th is ſtill Lying unmarried) and four Sons, namely, John (who 
died an Infant) a 2d John, Herman *, and Drigue. In 1706, Her- 
man the Father ſettled this Manor on his eldeſt Son John, upon his 
Marriage with Eligabeth, Daughter, and afterwards ſole Heireſs of 
Mr. Thomas Clarke, of London, Merchant (a Deſcendant of the 
Clarkes of St. Tves in the County of Huntingdon) by Mary, Daugh- 
ter and Heireſs of Mr. John Billers, Citizen and Skinner of London, 
originally of Leiceſterſhire. 'The ſaid Herman Olmius died Aug. 7, 
1718, and with his Wife lies buried in a Vault in the Church of 
St. Peter le Poor. 

John Olmius, his eldeſt Son, was High Sheriff of Eſſex, 1707, 
one of His Majeſty's Juſtices of the Peace, and Deputy Lieutenant 
for the County. He was a Gentleman of great Humanity, and an 
Encourager of this Undertaking. He died Dec. 20, 1731, being 
then Deputy Governor of the Bank of England, and is ſucceeded 
by John Olmius, Eſq; his only Son and Heir, born July 18, 1711, 
who now enjoys this Eſtate.

The Manor of NAYLINGHURST, 


The Manor-Houſe is ſituated about a Mile Weſt from Braintree, 
on a Green called Braintree-Green, near Felſted Common. 

Tis now vulgarly known by the Name of Nannegals. 

This Manor was ſo called from a Family ſurnamed Nayling- 
hurſt, that lived in this Pariſh about the Reign of Henry III. It 
alſo gave name to certain Lands and Tenements lying in Rayn- 
hatch, called Naylinghurſts, as appears in Rotl. Curie de Stanſted, 
15 Edu.

it hath receiv'd divers Augmentations, the moſt antient of which 
the North Iſle.

Jom Payne, by his laſt Will and Teſtament, dated 18 March, 
1553, gave a Tenement in this Town, calld Coppyd- Hall; for the 
weekly Relicf of the Poor. 
| Fohn Surinam, Servant to Mi. John Gooday: Senior, Patron of Ex Coll. Cl v. 
the Living, did by Will give to his ſaid Maſter, the Sum of 100 4. Ble 
upon Condition he built four Alms-Houſes for the Poor of this Pariſh; 
he was buried 22 May 1565. This Truſt was accordingly perform- 
ed by his ſaid Maſter, who, by his Indenture, dated 1 Apr. 1574, 
ſettled them on divers Truſtees for the Uſe of the Poor to inhabit in; 
but to be diſpoſed of at the Diſcretion of the faid Truſtees, together 
with the Church-wardens and Overſeers of the Poor, or the major 
Part of them. And for the Convenience of the Poor inhabiting theſe 
Alms-Houſes; Robert Lord Rich, then Lord of the Manor of this 
Town, did by Copy of Court-Roll, give and grant-a piece of waſte 
Ground of his ſaid Manor; which, about the Year 1630, was by a 
Grant from Robert Earl of Warwick much inlarg d, and thereupon 
was that Year erected, at the Charge of the Pariſh, an Houſe for the 
Entertainment of poor Children and poor People, call'd the Hoſpital. 
Alice Grigle, alias Griggs, Widow, did in the Year 1579, give 
unte the poor Inhabitants of Braintree, one Piece of Arable Land, 
ining about four Acres, and one Meadow, containing about one | , 
Acre; the Profits to be yearly diſpos'd of by the Church-wardens for 
the time being at their Diſcretion. 
— Lawrence, in the Year 1626, gave his Orchard, rented 
at four Nobles per Annum, to the Poor of this Pariſh ; it was formerly 
part of the Vicarage Orchard, but with the Conſent of Edmund; then 
Lord Biſhop of London, and John Gooday Patron, exchang d for a 
Field of greater Value.

of Braintree, 51. per Annum for a Catechifing Lecture in Katherine- 
Hall in Cambridge, and the remainder to 2 or 3 poor Scholars, Stu- 
dents in Cambridge, either in Katherine-Hall, or Emmanuet-

Mark Mott, Anceſtor of the Family of that Name, now at Me- 
thersfield, gave an Houſe and a little Field, then of the yearly Va- 
lue of 40 s. to be diſpoſed of to the Poor of this Pariſh upon St. An- 
drew's Day yearly, in Shirts and Smocks, of 124. per Yard: His Son 
Adrian Mott was alſo a Benefactor to the Poor of this Pariſh ; for, 
upon the 4th of March 1638, he brought into the Veſtry 100 J. 
which he paid to the Miniſter and reſt of the Veſtry, deſiring that 
it might be laid out in Land ſo ſoon as conveniently it might, and 
in the mean time to be improved to the beſt Advantage; the Profits 
thereof to be diſpoſed on 57h of Nov. yeatly, as his Father did direct 
in his Charity. But this Charity never had the deſired Effect, for 


the Donor liy'd to ſee a great part of the Money loſt by thoſe to 


whom it was lent. 

Sir Stephen White, that married Sarah, Daughter of John Hau- 
kins Eſq; did in the Year 1640, ſettle a Charity of Six Pounds 
thirteen Shillings and Four-pence yearly out of a Farm lying in 
Black Notley and White Notley, for the giving upon All-Saints- 
Day, unto ſix poor Women of Braintree, of honeſt and good Be- 
haviour, and frequenters of the Church and divine Service there ; 
to each a Gown of good Cloth ready made, of the Value of 145. 
and to each of the ſaid Women, four twopenny Loaves, of Wheaten- 
Bread, upon the firſt Sunday of every Month in the Year aſter Ser- 

mon 
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mon in the Afternoon, and to the upper Church- warden, one Shilling Bzancruze. 


and Four-pence. The Conſideration of this Charity is declared in 
the Feoffment, to be the Love and Affection which he bore to his 


late Wife aforeſaid, and to the Pariſhioners of this Town, for the 


fake of her and her Friends. 

Ralph Diggin of Liſle in Hampſhire Eſq; did 1649, give to the 
Maſter and Fellows of Clare- Hall in Cambridge, 3 Eſtates, one in 
Liſle aforeſaid, another at Mile-End in Middleſex, the laſt in 
Braintree, calld by the Name of Hubbalds and Malland, of the 
yearly Rent of 30 J. the whole amounting to the Value of about 
1404, by the Year, for the Founding of Fellowſhips and Scholar-- 
ſhips, at the Diſcretion: of the College, who accordingly founded 
2 Fellowſhips and 6 Scholarſhips. 

Iſaac Skinner of Wivenhoe, in this County, Mariner, (but born 
in this Town) gave by his Will, dated 8 Ocrob. 1691. the Rever- 


ſion of his Houſe in Wivenhoe aforeſaid, to the Church-wardens- 


and Overſeers of the Poor there, upon Condition that they did 
yearly pay to the Church-wardens of Braintree, the Sum of 4 /. 
for the Uſe of the Poor of this Pariſh for ever. 

Henry Summers, of London, Merchant, by his laſt Will and Te- 
ſtament, dated 18 Apr. 1698. gave unto diyers 'Truſtees, a Rent- 
Charge, of ſeven Pounds and ten Shillings per Annum out of his 
Manor of Gains in Huntingdonſhire, to be difpoſed of in the Man- 
ner following, viz. five Pounds in Bread to the Poor of this Pariſh, 
on the 4th of Febr. (being the Day of his Baptiſm) yearly for ever; 
and the remaining fifty Shillings to be paid to the Miniſter and 
 Church-wardens of the faid Pariſh, and by them and Truſtees to be 

ſpent in a convenient Dinner, or otherwiſe as they ſhall think fit. 
This Gentleman was born at Brarntree 1643. 


He was at firſt intended for the Woollen- Manufacture, but his. 


Father dying, and leaving him very young,, and that Occupation: 
not ſuiting his Inclination, he left the place of his Nativity, and 
went to London, where, for ſeyeral Years he follow'd the Trade. 
of an Halt. maker in Southwark, to his no little Profit and Ad- 
vantage. After he had fix d himſelf in the World, he married. 
Anne, Widow and Relict of James Hannot of London, a wealthy 
Silk-Dyer, who brought him-a conſiderable Fortune. After this 
Match, he ſoon left his formef Trade, and fell to the way of 
Merchandizing, wherein he proved very ſucceſsful, and acquired 2. 
great Eſtate: He generally traded to Ruſſia, and was a mighty 
Beneſactor to the Hudſon -Bay Company, who make an Honourable: 
mention of him on all Occaſions. 4 f h 
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He died at Hackney, without Iſſue 5 May. 1698, and was buried 
at St. Olaves-Church (commonly called St. Toys) in Southwark, 
leaving his, Couſin (and Name-ſake) Henry Summers of Sibble 
Hedingham Eſq; his ſole Heir, now one of his Majeſty's Juſtices 
of the Peace for this County, and an early Encourager of this Un- 
dertaking. To conclude his Character, he was a. conſiderable 
Merchant as any in his time, much beloved and reſpected by all 
that knew him, a Perſon of admirable natural Endowments, inde- 
fatigable Induſtry, ſingular Affability, and Courteſy, and boundleſs 
Charity, eſpecially to thoſe of his own Kindred. : 

James Coker, late of Black. Notley, but formerly a Draper and 
Grocer in Braintree, where he was born ; gave by his Will, dated 
27 Octob. 1702. a Farm at Stoke by Neyland, in the County of 
Suffolk, of about 104. per Annum, for the teaching and educating 
of 10 poor Children of Brazntree, to read and learn Engliſb and 
Latin in the Pariſh School. LE 

John Aylett, by his Will, dated 16 Aug. 1707. gave the reyer- 
ſional Moiety of an Houſe and Land in Bockzng, to the Poor of this 
Pariſh for ever. | | 

In this Pariſh, there hath been immemorially a ſelect Yeſtry for 
Pariſh Buſineſs; when, or how it. firſt began, doth not at this 
diſtance of time appear, but that it hath been of long continuance, 
may be demonſtrated from the Pariſh Regiſters, Ledgers and Mi- 
nute Books; in the firſt of which it is recorded, that Auguſt 11. 
1565. William Skinner, one of the 24 was buried, and the like is 
ſaid of John Foſlin, Nov. 19. 1597. And they were ſometimes 
called Headboroughs ; for in an antient Ledger of the ſaid Pariſh, 
it's thus entred in the Accounts of the Church-wardens, 1 574. 
« Received for the Organ-Pipes, by the Conſent of the 24 Head. 
« boroughs, 47 5. 114.” But the Referees, viz. Edward Stanhope 
LL. D. and Chancellor of the Dioceſe of London, and Julius Cæ- 


ſar LL. D. appointed by her Majeſty's High Commiſſioners, for 


Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical, to determine a Diſpute. then depending be- 
tween Richard Gooday Gent. and Anne his Wife, and Zoſeph Man 
and Eleanor his Wife, about a Pew. in this Church, did in their 
Award, dated 3 Dec. 1584, call them Governours of the Town, 
and Town Magiſtrates. But this laudable Cuſtom was ſoon broken 
in upon.

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- In the years 1665 and 1666, the Plague raged in this Town, ses 


ſweeping away great numbers of Men, Women and Children ; in 
the former year there died only 46, but in the latter 665, which 
muſt be about the third part of the then Inhabitants. 

The old Ledger mentions a Plague in this Town 1571. 


' Thomas Moſtroff, Moſcroffe, or Muſgrave, was Vicar of this Athen. Oxon. 
Pariſh January 19, 1526, but died ſoon after. He was of Merton va l. Pt. 


College in Oxford, and in 1521 commenced Doctor of Phyſick, 
on July 3. In 1522, he was Cardinal Wolſcy's Phyfick-Reader 
in that Univerſity; and in 1523, Commiſſary of the ſame : after- 
wards he was admitted to the reading of the Sentences; to the 
Degree of Batchelor of Divinity, and would have proceeded in that 
Faculty, but death prevented, which happened in 1327.

4. RAYNE Parva. 


HIS Pariſh lies in the Archdeaconry of Middleſex, Deanery 
of Hedingham, and Hundred of Hinckford, about thirty- 
four Miles North-Eaſt from London.

This Church was founded about the Reigns of Henry II. and 
Richard I. not long after the diviſion of the two Pariſhes by 
Robert de Welles, Lord of the Manor of Rayne-hall, to which the 
Patronage of this Rectory has been immemorially annex d. It was 
dedicated to All- Saints, as appears from the original Endowment, 
as well as the laſt Will and Teſtament of Richard Downham Eſq; 

The Body of it is by far the moſt antient Building in theſe 
parts, and ſuppoſed to have ſtood ever ſince the firſt foundation. 
The Floor is payed with Tiles about four Inches ſquare, and ſet 
lozengy-wiſe. | 

The Steeple is modern, and built of Brick, by Sir William Capel, 
the firſt of that Family who enjoy'd this Eſtate ; who being an 


emi- 
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eminent Merchant and Lord Mayor of London, rais'd an Eftate, Nr ]] — y Va. 


and took ſor his Coat an Anchor; purſuant to which an Anchor 
within an Eſcutcheon is emboſs d upon the Brick-work of the Stee- 
ple, near the Foundation on one Side of the Belfry-door: On the 
other Side is a Lion rampant, emboſs'd in like manner; being (as 
Mr. Ouſely conjectures) the Coat of Arms belonging to the Family 
of Reynes, who, it is probable, did bear a great Share in building 
the Church and Steeple; or it may be the Arms of the Cape/ 
Family, which they took up after they had laid aſide the old ones. 

Robert de Welles, with Harvey de Reynes, endowed this Church 
with Manſe and Glebe, as appears from the original Deed ſtill ex- 
tant, dated the firſt Year of King John. : 

In the Eaſt End of the South Iſle was an Altar and Chapel de- 
dicated to the Virgin Mary. Under the Grave-ſtone before the 
Altar-place was buried Katherine, Daughter and Heir of John de 
Oxenſey, and near to her the Body of Richard Downham Eſq; 
her laſt Husband, who departed this Life 1454. 

This Chapel was much frequented in the time of Popery, by 
| Child-bearing Women upon the following occaſion. 

The Lady of John de Naylinghurſt, Lord of the Manor of 
Naylinghurſt, in the . Pariſh of Great Reynes, (in the Reign of 
Edward III.) being in Labour, and no Hopes of Delivery, the 
Women that attended on her reſolv'd, as many as could be conveni- 
ently ſpared, to go and addreſs themſelves to our Lady of Mercy 

at her Chapel in Little Reynes, in her behalf. 

' Accordingly they went, and imagining that the Holy Virgin, 
overcome with the Zeal of their Devotion and the Charity of theic 
Petition, did caſt a gracious Smile upon them, they took it as a 
certain Omen, that ſhe would be propitious. Back they fly, big 
with Expectation to find the Lady ſafely deliver'd : And ſo (in- 
deed) it prov'd. At their firſt Entrance into the Houſe, they 
were ſaluted with the glad Tydings of her ſafe Delivery; but 
that (reply'd — is no News, we knew it wou'd be ſo, for our 
Lady o Merey ild on us. 

This Story gain'd ſo much Credit and Repute to the bleſſed Vir- 
gin and her Chapel in Reynes, that it grew into a Proverb in 
thoſe Days, (which is now quite forgot) Jou will &er long go fa 
your Prayers at Reyne, as much as to ſay, you will cer long be 
with Child.

sri. 'Tho' what was held by Ralph Peverel was the largeſt Half, 


yet the Lordſhip. of this Pariſh ſeems to haye been always in 
the Ferrers Family; to whom likewiſe this Eſtate of the Pe- 
verels came, as will be ſeen preſently. | 

Ralph. Peverel married Maud (Daughter of Ingelric, Founde 
of the Collegiate Church of St. Martin's le Grand in London) 
who having been Concubine to William the Conqueror, then 
Duke of Normandy, had by him a Son, William ſurnam'd Pe- 
verel, from his Father-in-law. This William was by the Con- 

ueror made Earl of Nottingham, and poſſeſs d (as a from 

omeſday) 125 Lordſhips. He was in King Stepha's Reign 
in the Battle of North-Alverton againſt the Scots, and with the 
ſame King taken Priſoner by Maud the Empreſs, in the Battle of 
Lincoln. William his Son and Heir, having poiſon'd Ralph 
Earl of Cheſter, about the latter End of Stephens Reign, fled 
away, leaving all his Caſtles and Poſſeſſions to the King's Plea- 
ſure 3 which were afterwards given by Henry II. to John, Earl 
of Mortaine, his Brother. Some, however, came to the Family 
of the Ferrers in Marriage with Margaret, Daughter and Heirof 
the ſaid William; as Higham in Northamptonſbire, afterwards 
call'd Higham-Ferrers. 

Ralph Peverel had by Maud three Sons, Haman, (one of the 
Barons of Roger de Montgomery, Earl of Shrewsbury) William 
(Caſtellan of Dover and Founder of Hatfeld-Priory, calld Hat- 
field-Peverel) and Pain, (Standard-Bearer to Robert Curthoſe in 
the Holy-Land) to whom Henry I. gave the Barony of Brunne in 
Cambridgeſbire. 

The other Part of this Pariſh, held by Henry de Ferrers, con- 
tinued in his Family for many Ages, till it came to Edward Grey 
Knight, (ſecond Son of Reginald Lord Gray of Ruthin) who mar- 
ried Eligabeth the Daughter and Heir of Henry Ferrers, Son of 
IVilliam Lord Ferrers of Groby. arb. lan, i how {eo ir of (rot, 

The Ferrers were one of the moſt noted Families in England, 
as appears from the Hiſtory at large in Dugdale's Baronage ; of 
which the moſt remarkable Particulars only ſhall here be Juſt men- 
tion d. 

HENRY de Ferrers was one of the Commiſſioners appointed 
the Conqueror to take the Survey of Morceſterſpire. He held at 
that time 210 Lordſhips, of which 5, namely, Tileteia, Stivingha, 
Stepla, Udcham, Cinga lay in Eſſex. The chief Seat of this Fa- 
mily was Tutbury-Caſtle in Staffordſhire. He was ſucceeded by 

RoBERT his Son and Heir, who, for his Valour in the _ 1 

orl 
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North- Alverton, was created Earl of Derby, by King Stephen ; $7: nn ins, 
and dying 1139, was ſucceeded by his Son and Heir, ER 
RonßkRT, Earl of Derby, Founder of the Abbey of Merevale 
in Warwickſhire, where he was buried, being wrap'd in an Ox-hide. 

WILLIAM, his Son, ſucceeded him, and marrying Margaret, 
Daughter of William Peverel, Earl of Nottingham, (as Was ſaid 
before) had by her Robert, and Walcheline de Ferrariis, Lord of 
Egginton in Derbyſhire. | 

RokkRT, Earl of Derby and Nottingham, had by Sibilla, 
Daughter of William de Braoſe of Brecknock, William, Melicent 
Wife of Roger Lord Mortimer of Wigmore, and Agatha Concu- 
bine to King John. He founded a Priory at Woodham, com- 
monly call'd Woodham-PFerrers, in Eſſex. 

WILLIAM, Earl Ferrers, his Son, was with King Richard I. 
in the Holy-Land, and died at the Siege of Acon 1191. leaving 
Iſſue 

WILLIA, who, in the iſt of King John, was created Earl 
of Derby, by a ſpecial Charter, and girt with a Sword by the : 
King's own Hand ; being the firſt of whom in any Charter that * New. 
Expreſſion is us d. In the 20 Hen. III. Inquiry was made of 4 
Lands belonging to the Normans and Britons in Eſſex; and it 
was found, that William de Ferrariis held in Stebbing 20 l. worth 
of Land per Annum of the King's Gift, which Hugh de Colume 
held. This Land doubtleſs was the Eſtate held by Ralph Pe- 
verel; which, coming to the Crown, was given to this Norman. 

This William married Agnes one of the Siſters and Co-heirs of 0 
Ralph, Earl of Cheſter; and living with her 75 Vears, they both 
died the ſame Month in 31 Hen. III. leaving 

WILLIAu, his Son and Heir, who, by Sibil, one of the Co- 
heirs of William Mareſchal, Earl of Pembroke, had 7 Daughters ; 
and by Margaret his ſecond Wife, one of the Co-heirs of Roger 
de Quincy, Earl of Wincheſter, 2 Sons, Robert, and William who 
ſeated himſelf at Groby in Lincolnſbire. , Ie Nod) ae, e 

RoBERT de Ferrers was the laſt Earl of Derby of this Family. 

Siding with the Barons againſt King Henry III. he was taken Pri- 
ſoner at Cheſterfield, and by the Parliament ſtript of his vaſt 
Poſſeſſions, which were ſettled on Edmund, the King's ſecond Son. 
But after 3 Years Impriſonment his Lands were reſtored to him, on 
condition he ſhould pay on a certain Day, fifty thouſand Pounds 
to Prince Edmund; which he failing to do, his Sureties to whom

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Srrriinc- his Lands were aſſign'd for Security, made over the ſame to the

ſaid Prince and his Heirs for eyer *. 

William de Ferrers, Father of this Robert, granted to his ſe- 
cond Son William the Manors of Woodham, Stebbing,and Fairſtead, 
with one Meſſuage in Chiche in Eſſex, to hold of him by the 
Service of five Knights Fees. By this Grant the ZE//zx Eftate was 
prevented from being ſwallowed up with the reſt of the Ferrers's 
Inheritance. 

By the Gift of Margaret his Mother, one of the Daughters and 
Co-heirs to Roger de Quincy, Earl of Wincheſter, this William had 
the Manor of Groby in Leiceſterſhire, and thereupon bore for his 
Arms the Coat of the ſaid Roger, namely, Gules Seven Maſcles 
voided Or. By Joan, Daughter of Hugh le Diſpenſer, he had 
William his Son and Heir, and Ann, married to John Lord Grey 
of Wilton. 

William his Son ſucceeded him, and was ſummon'd to Parlia- 
ment 25 Ed. I. He died 18 Ed. II. leaving 

Henry de Ferrers of Groby, his Son and Heir, who, the 12 
Ed. III. obtained a Charter for a Market, every Monday at his 


Manor of Stebbing ; and a Fair upon the Eye and Day of St. Pe- 


ter, and St. Paul, and two Days enſuing. He died 17 Ed. III. 
ſeiz d of this Manor, leaving | 

William de Ferrers of Groby, who by Margaret, Daughter of 
Robert de U$ford, Earl of Suffolk, had Henry his Son and 
Heir. His ſecond Wife was Margaret, Daughter of Henry de 
Percy, who ſurviving him, held the Manor of Srebbing as part of 
her Dowry. He died 48 Ed. III. ſeiz d of the ſaid Manor held 
by the Service of one Knight's Fee of the Duke of Lancaſter.

Ferrers of Groby, brought the Eſſex Eſtate in frank Marriage to 
Edward Grey Knight, ſecond Son of Reginald, Lord Grey of 
Ruthin, who thereupon bore the Title of Lord Ferrers of Groby, 
and by that Title was ſummoned to Parliament 27 Hen. VI. to 
diſtinguiſh him from Lord Ferrers of Chartley, He died 38 Hen. 
VI. leaving Sir 7ohn Grey his Son and Heir, Edward created 
Lord L' Iſle, Reginald, ſlain in the Battle of Wakefield, and Ann, 
Wite of Sir Edward Hungerford. 

Sir John Grey married Elizabeth, eldeſt Daughter of Richard 
Moodvuile, Earl Rivers, and was killed at the Battle of St. Al- 
bans on the King's fide, 39 Hen. VI. leaving two Sons, Thomas 
and Richard, both Knights. King Edward IV. falling in love 
with Eligabeth their Mother, when ſhe came to wait upon him in 
behalf of herſelf and Sons, made her his Queen. 

Her Son Thomas, was advanced to the Dignity of Earl of 
Huntington and Marquis of Dorſet ; but being attainted of High- 
Treaſon in the Reign of Rzchard III. fled into Flanders, and 
followed the Fortune of Henry Earl of Richmond; by whom, 
when King of England, he was reſtored to his Eſtate and Ho- 
nours. By Cecily, Daughter and Heir of Milliam Lord Bonvile, 
he had 7 Sons and 8 Daughters. 

Thomas Grey, Marquis of Dorſet, ſucceeded his Father, and 
was concerned in the Grand Affairs of the Reign of Henry VIII. 
By Margaret, Daughter of Sir Robert Wotton of Bocton in Kent, 
he had 4 Sons; Henry, who ſucceeded him, Zohn, of Pirgo in 
Eſſex, Thomas and Leonard; and 3 Daughters, Elizabeth, Wife 
of Lord Audley of Walden ; Catherine, of Henry Fitz- Alan, Earl of 
Arundel; and Ann, of Henry Willoughby of Wollaton in Norfolk 
Eſq; He died ſeiz d of the Manor of Stebbing, 2 2 Hen. VIII. 

Henry, Marquis of Dorſet, was created Conſtable of England 
during the Coronation of King Edward VI. and in right of his 
ſecond Wife Frances, (eldeſt Daughter of Charles Brandon, 
Duke of Suffolk, and Mary the French Queen) was created Duke 
of Suffolk, 5 Ed. VI. By her he had 3 Daughters, of whom 
the Lady Jane was married to Guilford Dudley, 4th Son of John 
Duke of Northumberland, and proclaim'd Queen of England at 
the Death of Edward VI. by which ſhe and her Husband both

The Church ſtands pleaſantly on a riſing Ground at the upper 
end of the Village. Tis a large and lofty Structure. The Body 
of the Church conſiſts of a middle Pace, and two Iſles. The 
Chancel is large, and the whole one of the beſt illuminated Churches 
in the Hundred. ä 

It was a Rectory annex d to the chief Lordſhip of this Town 
held by the Ferrers, of which Family William de Ferrers 
Earl of Derby about the Reign of Henry II. gave this Church to 
the Knights Hoſpitallers of St. John of Jeruſalem. Upon which 
the Rectory of this Church was appropriated to their Hoſpital, and 
a Vicarage ordain'd, of which the Priors continued Patrons till the 
diſſolution of that Order, This Grant was confirm'd by Robert 


his Son. 


This was no inconſiderable Gift ; for the Rectory formerly was 
of the yearly Value of 260 J. per Annum, and the Vicarage 120 l. 

The Parſon in Right of the Rectory is ſeiz d of the Manor of 
Frier's- Hall, or Prior's ; ſo calld from the Prior of the Hoſpital 
of St. John of Jeruſalem. There is a Court-Baron belonging to it. 

This Grant was conteſted by William de Ferrers the 1 3th Edw. I. 
for the ſaid William claim'd againſt the Prior of the 7 of 
St. Fohn of Jeruſalem the Advowſon of the Church of Szebbing, 
as he was enfeoft of the ſame of a Manor in $zebbing, by one 
William Mallet, Son and Heir of Milliam Mallet, who in the 
Reign of Henry III. preſented one Henry de Northampton to 
the ſaid Church, who upon this preſentation was admitted and 
inſtituted to the ſaid Church. 

Upon the Diſſolution of the Abbies, this ReCtory, &c. fell to 
the Crown, and being ſoon granted away, in a few years time 
paſs d into ſeveral hands. 

Heury VIII. in the 35th of his Reign granted the Rectory of 
Stebbing with the A ppurtenances, and the Advowſon of the Vica- 
rage of the Pariſh-Church of Stebbing, to Thomas Cornewall, and
